W ashington, M arch 19.—(U.R)—Lead­ 
ers of the h o u se 'disrupted considera­ 
tion of the billion dollar tax bill in 
m id-afternoon 
today and adjourned 
consideration of the tax bill over the 
week end to let the unruly house “cool 
off.” 
Rep. Rainey, Dem., 111., as soon as 
the tax bill w as put over, gained the 
floor under unanim ous content and 
began a ringing speech to the house. 
The action was taken after the lead­ 
ership had suffered another severe de­ 
fat. 
E xem ptions

perm itting deductions of foreign taxes, 
were stricken from the hill over the 
leaders’ protest by a vote of 139 to 103. 
M embership Aroused 
The thoroughly aroused m em bership 
of the house 
struck again to the 
wealthy in an unruly session. It adopt­ 
ed an am endm ent to the new ta x bill 
refusing corporations the right to de­ 
duct taxes paid to foreign countries 
by their foreign branches. 
The am endm ent was aimed p articu ­ 
larly at H en ry Ford, large bankers 
and industrialists who have branches 
abroad. It was estim ated it would cost 
them $40,000,000 a year more in taxes. 
The vote was 117 to 91. Before vot­ 
ing on this am endm ent the house de­ 
feated a motion to m ake the exem p­ 
tions apply to m anufacturers sending 
foreign m ade m aterials back to the 
United States. 
In a frantic effort to stop the oppo­ 
sition, house leaders called for a teller 
vote on the am endm ent and canvassed 
the cloakrooms and corridors for ad­ 
ditional votes. W hen the teller vote 
was 
taken, 
however, 
the 
insurgent 
forces still held sway and won adop­ 
tion of the am endm ent by a vote of 
139 to 103. 
Their strategic leader, Rep. L aG uar- 
dia, Rep., N. Y., 
announced 
earlier 
th a t their next big blow would be at. 
the stock exchange. He served notice 
th a t he would present an am endm ent 
taxing transfers of stocks a t one q u ar­ 
ter of one per cent and in no case 
less than 4 cents a share. He said it 
would raise $125,000,000 even in a de­ 
pression year like 1931. 
4 Cents Share Levy 
The victorious ran k and file of the 
house carried forw ard its 
plan 
of 
heavy duties on the rich by proposing 
today to tap the stock m arket for up­ 
w ards of $125,000,000 annually m ore 
revenue. 
R eprtsentative 
LaG uardia, 
Rep., 
New York, offered in behalf of the 
progressive group an am endm ent to 
the tax bill calling for a tax of one 
q u arte r of one per cent on all sales 
of stock. 
The ways and m eans com m ittee bill 
provided four cents a share tax. La 
G uardia’s am endm ent calls for a levy 
one q u arter of one per cent on the 
value of each stock transaction, but in 
no case less th a n four cents a share. 
“In the basis of the $50,000,000,000 
business in 1931, m y am endm ent would 
raise 
$125,000,000,” 
L aG uardia 
said. 
“That, of course, was an abnorm al 
year. In better tim es it would raise 
m ore th an that. Certainly th a t rate 
cannot be considered exorbitant.” 
In the face of the continuous insur­ 
rection, Speaker G arner issued a n ­ 
o th er statem ent, saying he would be 
willing to sacrifice 
every 
economic 
view he ever held regarding taxation 
if the house would only balance the 
budget. H e appealed for th at single 
objective. 
Acting C hairm an Crisp of the ways 
and m eans com m ittee decried the La 
G uardia plan for taxing stock tra n s ­ 
fers.

ing goes, any percentage in it. 
What is the sense.of it? 
The answer, o fcourse, is lh it there is seldom any tangible re­ 
war dlor the explorer, and there is seiJcm any very obvious, com­ 
mon sense reason for his journeymgs. 
Bul there is something in the 
human heart that gets uncontrollably res tless when a new vista opens 
before the eyes— a desire to go where no one else has ever gone, an 
imperative yearning to see what lies beyond the next hill.

car has explored the last distant planet. 
It sent the old Phoenicians out through the straits of Gibraltar 
in their flimsy galleys, thousands of years ago, and it sent trappers 
and adventurers out to ihe Rocky Mountains within the last century. 
l f sent Marco Polo to China and it sent Amundsen to the South Pole. 
It is irrational and compelling, and none of us is wholly free from it.

The Game Refuge and the Game 
Reserve 
Mother Nature is waging a hard 
fought but losing fight against,prog­ 
ress. Agriculture and 
drainage 
are 
cutting disastrous swathes in the hab­ 
itats and breeding grounds of wild 
fowl, bird and game. However, these 
devastating 
invasions 
against 
wild 
life have been partly checked by wise 
men who, looking into the future with 
the idea of offsetting the inevitable 
encroachment, have been instrumental 
in setting aside millions of cares of 
forests, 
waters 
and 
wraste 
lands 
throughout the United States, for wild 
life refuges. 
These refuges are under state or 
federal supervision and for the most 
part the acreage in them is unfit for 
farming or other commercial value 
but ideal for game. 
Mississippi is the only state without 
a conservation department but the 
people of that state are now genu­ 
inely alarmed over the inevitable fate 
of their out-of-doors and demanding 
such a state department. 
New York, Missouri, Michigan and 
Pennsylvania long ago were aroused 
and are now leading states in this 
great work. Their system of refuges 
and reserves are valuable beyond cal­ 
culation. They learned long ago that 
refuge systems afford better hunting 
in all the surrounding territory. Be­ 
side the game refuge, which is usually 
land of practically 
no 
commercial 
value, there is another type of wild 
life sanctuary known as a game re­ 
serve. The ground in a game reserve 
is not purchased but is set aside upon 
petition as a place where birds and 
game may find protection in an area 
that is especially suited as a breed­ 
ing and feeding ground. Many such 
reserves are found in thickly popu­ 
lated districts. 
Sometimes 
opposition 
to 
setting 
aside an area for a game reserve de­ 
velops but such opposition is usually 
based upon misunderstanding of the 
purposse of such sanctuary or by a 
few that have 
selfish 
interests 
at 
stake. However, it has been the ex­ 
perience time after time that the most 
bitter opponents have become the most 
ardent supporters when such reserves 
have been established and their value 
demonstrated. 
Game reserves are maintained by 
hunting license fees and not from the 
general tax fund. In fact, money right­ 
fully belonging to the game and fish 
department from such fees has been 
wrongfully diverted into the general 
fund. In Minnesota alone more than 
$2,236,911 of the hunter’s and fisher­ 
man’s money has been so used over 
a period of the past ten years. 
A game reserve is the poor man’s 
solution to his hunting problem. No 
private hunting grounds can be pur­ 
chased by the wealthy within its boun­ 
daries nor can such a refuge be es­ 
tablished within privately owned es­ 
tates. Every man has an equal chance 
to hunt in the territory next to a 
game refuge. Fishing is not prohibited 
within a game reserve if fish life is 
plentiful. In fact any lake anywhere 
can be. closed whether in a game re­ 
serve or not if there is danger of ex­ 
termination of fish life. 
Every fair sized community should 
have a game reserve within a few 
miles of it so that the man or boy 
who enjoys the sports afield can walk 
if necessary to the territory adjacent 
to such refuge. 
People, when once they realize the 
value of the game reserve and the 
benefit to the farmer, hunter, and in 
many instances to the resort owner 
and the general public as a whole 
will protect and carefully guard wild 
life sanctuaries. 


AN EXCELLENT IDEA— 
Mayor Jack Edwards of Marion, Ind., seems to have had an 
idea that many another city could profitably copy. 
Mayor Edwards’ idea, briefly, is to have all traffic law violat­ 
ors pay their fines in articles ol food, clothing or fuel. 
The commod­ 
ities obtained in this way are turned over to the city’s needy. 
It would be hard to imagine a neater way of killing two birds 
with one stone. 
The traffic offenders get punished for their misdeeds, 
the city is materially helped in its task of caring for the unemployed, 
and there is no extra burden on anyone. 


The idea is one that mayors and city councilmen everywhere 
ought to examine.
